Of Condemnation

4.— The United States indi­ 
rectly will pin the guilt for the 
Korean aggression on Russia 
today, stressing to the United 
N a t i o n s that “international 
communism“ can call off the 
North Korean invader at will. 
Warren R. Austin, chief of 
the U. S. team to the United 
Nations, intends to follow up 
in the Security Council this 
afternoon his double victory 
over Russia yesterday. He will 
press for adoption of the U. S. 
motion condemning the ag­ 
gression and calling on all gov­ 
ernments to join in forcing the 
invader to his knees. 
Soviet To Veto 
The Soviet Union is certain to 
veto the U. S. motion, but Austin 
will touch off his new diplomatic 
offensive in answer to three days 
of Soviet obstruction and propa­ 
gandizing aimed at wercking the 
U. N. common victory front on Ko­ 
rea.

Soviet Chairman Jacob Malik 
has called the United States the 
“aggressor” in what he termed 
“civil 
war” 
between 
political 
groups in Korea. 
Malik told the security council 
yesterday in an acrid verbal duel 
with Austin that the council must 
choose to follow Russia on “the 
road to peace” or the United States 
“on the road to war'’. He appealed 
to the security council to drop its 
support of Korean military inter­ 
vention. 
The majority of the 11 delegates 
gave pronounced emphasis late in 
the day to their disbelief and mis­ 
trust of Maliks’ claims by slapping 
a double defeat on him.

For Governor

Leads For Congress 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 4. 
(INS)—Nearly complete returns in 
Tennessee’ primary elections today 
gave Gov. Gordon Browning a 30,- 
000-vote lead over State Sen. Clif 
ford Allen in his bid for renomina­ 
tion on the Democratic ticket. 
With 1.926 of the state’s %300 
precincts reporting, Browning had 
163,375 votes to 132,008 for Allen. 
The nomination is tantamount to 
election. 
In the Republican primary, for­ 
mer GOP national chairman Car­ 
roll Reece spurted to a slim lead 
over Dayton Phillips in a bitterly- 
fought contest for nomination in 
the state’s first congressional dis­ 
trict, one of the two dominated by 
Republicans. 
The count from 232 of 281 pre­ 
cincts gave Reece 26.333 votes and 
Phillips 24,824. 
In the Republican - controlled 
second 
district, 
Howard 
Baker 
leads incumbent John Jennings, 
Jr., 18,191 votes to 8,562 with 193 
of 279 precincts tallied. 
The election’s hottest fight came 
in the ninth congressional district, 
where Democratic Rep. Jere Coo­ 
per had 19,554 votes- to 19,340 for 
Robert A. Everett with only 20 pre­ 
cincts still to be counted. 
Incumbent Rep. Pat Sutton scor­ 
ed an easy victory over Dave Alex­ 
ander in the seventh district Dem­ 
ocratic race, originally expected to 
be a tight contest.

NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 4.—(INS) 
The New Jersey Gasoline Deal­ 
ers Association asked all gasoline 
dealers to close down next Tues­ 
day in protest against the gasoline 
price war now raging in the state. 
The association president, John 
Dressier, urged the dealers to join 
a motorcade to a mass meeting in 
Trenton on that day to protest 
against what he called the “unfair 
price cutting tactics of the Sun Oil 
company and other major con­ 
cerns”. 
Dressier said the meeting will 
consider an eight-day strike un­ 
less Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll calls 
a state investigation and orders the 
companies stop their unfair tactics. 
According to Dressier, one-third 
of New Jersey’s 6,000 gasoline sta­ 
tions are involved in the price war. 
Most of the dealers have drop 
ped the price of regular gasoline 
from 24 and 9/10th cents a gallon 
to 20 and 9/10th cents.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—(INS) 
The Army predicted today that a 
larger percentage of men now tak­ 
ing selective service physical ex­ 
aminations will be turned down 
because army 
health standards 
have been toughened since World 
War II. 
Officials said they are not sur­ 
prised by widespread reports of 
unusually 
high 
rejection 
rates 
among volunteers and young men 
reporting for their draft physicals. 
National figures on the stiuation 
are not yet available. The Army 
is making a check to find out pre­ 
cisely how many men are being 
turned down. 


In advance of the tabulation 
which may be ready in 10 days, 
officials said current reports of 
high rejections are no indication 
that the health of young men has 
deteriorated suddenly. 
Druing World War II health stan­ 
dards were rigidly enforced inthe 
beginning but gradually were re-. 
laxed. 
Officials compare present 
health requirements with those of 
1941. 
Under wartime health standards. 
12,135,500 men 18 to 37 years olt 
passed their tests and 5,249,200 
were rejected. This accounted for 
a 30.2 per cetn rejection rate dur­ 
ing World War IL

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4. — The 
army announced today that 63,000 
enlisted reservists will be called 
up in September and October lor 
an active service period of 21 
months. The first cad will be for 
men aged 19 to 25. 
An official statement said that 
“the reservists will be used pri­ 
marily to bring to full strength 
the National Guard and organized 
reserve units being ordered to 
active duty.” 
It was emphasized that key spe­ 
cialists affected by the call-up 
will be assigned to “duties essen­ 
tial* to the current army expan­ 
sion.” 
The army said that 32,000 en­ 
listed reserves will be in training 
camps by September 15, and that 
the remaining 30,000 will be on 
active duty by October 15. 
There are about 185,000 enlisted, 
reservists on army rolls. They are 
listed as individuals and are in a 
different category than men in 
organized National Guard and re­ 
serve units. 
Most of the men affected are 
World War II veterans who signed 
up in the reserve in order to re­ 
tain their wartirafe ranks. 
The roster includes, however, a 
considerable number of potential 
draftees who enlisted in the re­ 
serve two years ago in order to 
forestall induction.

Marines Engaged 
In Furious Fight; 
Reds Are Halted

TOKYO, Aug. 5 — (SATURDAY)— United States Marine« 
seized an enemy hill position Friday as reinforced American 
troops held the Naktong river line with fierce counter-attacks. 
A front dispatch from International News Service War Cor­ 
respondent John Rich said a platoon of Marines, making their 
fjrst contact with the enemy, captured the hill as a small Red 
group fled. 
A leatherneck patrol sighted the enemy position and called 
in the platoon, which quickly encircled it. 
The zone in which the action took place was not disclosed. 
Violent fighting exploded anew on the approaches to Masa, 
five miles west of Pusan, but the Red invaders could not 
breach the American line. 
General Douglas MacArthur reported early Saturday there 
was “no letup in heavy pressure“ of the enemy. 
MacArthur triumphantly added: 
“The enemy is still unable to advance in this area due to 
counter-attacking American forces.“ 
The supreme commander in his communique issued at 12:03 
a. m. Saturday (10:05 a. m. EDT, Friday) confirmed an earlier 
report that 600 Reds were killed in the Chinju area Thursday. 
He described the area of fiercest fighting as “an arc running 
from 20 miles southeast to 11 miles east to 15 miles northeast 
of Chinju.” 
Furious fighting continued in the vicinity of Yongdok on 
the east coast with the enemy employing heavy artillery and 
mortar fire. 
“However, positions were reported as stable,** MacArthur 
said.

House today threw out the “auto­ 
matic” grice-and-wage ceiling pro­ 
visions which President Truman 
had warned he would disapprove, 
and voted to start afresh on emer- 
genc> economic control legislation. 
By a. teller vote of 172 to 161, a 
sharply amended administration 
measure was rejected. 
Thus the House reversed the 
tentative approval given the bill 
yesterday. 
Piecemeal Amendment 
It was pointed out that the re­ 
versal leaves the administration bill 
open to a Republican attempt to 
amend R piecemeal. 
Administration leaders had been 


reported ready to accept 
the 
amended legislation, even though 
Mr. Truman made it plain that he 
objected to the provision which 
would shove prices and 
wages 
back to pre-Korean war figures if 
living costs were to rise five per 
cent above June 15 levels. 
Administration spokesman said 
they believed the objectionable 
amendments could have been eli­ 
minated by a Senate-House confer 
enee committee. 
Republicans were virtually unan­ 
imous in wanting to start all over 
again. 
The House action probably will 
delay a final vote on the Control 
Bill until some time next week.

Rail Movements 
The U. S. airmen observed large 
Red troop movements by rail from 
a point 20 miles north of Chonjim 
to the vicinity of Hongwon on the 
far North Korean east coast.. The 
city of Chongjim is 42 miles south 
of the Manchurian-North Korean 
border. 
MacArthur’s

intelligence 
officers believe these troops are 
not of the North Korean army. 
They suspect the new troop con­ 
centrations are from Manchuria. 
The intelligence officers believe 
the new troop concentrations are 
composed 
of 
Koreans 
from 
a 
Korean “colony” which has been 
in Manchuria several generations 
and whose youth have had combat 
experience with the Chinese Com 
munist army. 
Intelligence headquarters said 
the colony probably could muster 
at least 150,000 fighting men. 
At least 1,500,000 Koreans are 
known to be living just above 
the Yalu river.

Dilworth Believes 
Ruling Will Stand 
DuSHORE, Pa!, Aug. 4—(INS)—•

The court ruling stemmed from 
an appeal by Allegheny County 
District Attorney W i l l i a m S. 
Rahauser from Margiotti’s writ of 
supersedeas. 
The writ, in effect, 
would have shifted authority to 
Margiotti from Rahauser to inves­ 
tigate charges that Pittsburgh city 
councilmen used city employes for 
private work.

The Robin Hood Concept (2 ) 
(By HOLMES ALEXANDER) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 4.—-Prime Minister Nehru’s proposal 
to mediate peace in Korea isn’t the only peace plan being hawked 
around Washington. My phone rang the other day. and an eager voice 
said: "Mr. Alexander, I have the biggest story irt the world for you. 
May I come in and talk?” Five minutes later Robert Rosamond of 
Philadelphia, aged 30. arrived with a bulging briefcase which, was soon 
revealed as a global horn of plenty. The proposition he peddled went 
like this: 
• 
1. Let Vice President Barkley, an amiable fellow, penetrate the 
Iron Curtain and offer Stalls * mutual disarmament plan. 
2. Let us then press for "the uhconditioqp 1 surrender of poverty, 
disease and ignorance and for the freedom of, mankind.” This cam­ 
paign, needless to say, would be waged with a trillion or more Ameri­ 
can dollars, for “UNRRA, the European Recovery Program and a 
whittled Point Four was our puny response to this challenge” between 
1945-50. Tn brief, a lack of American generosity has caused “our failure 
to wage total peace.” 
, 
Except that it was updated to Uke in the Korean War, Rosamond’« 
proposal is not a new one. He has been going the rounds with it for 
several years and gained some favorable reference by sentimental 
columnists who personalize him as Youth’s Quest for World Peace. 
Now, I know that it’s customary to encourage and applaud youths 
with idealistic plans to save mankind. But as an ex-youth who was 
not guiltless in that respect, I propose that we stop humoring these 
well-meaning but impractical fledglings. Too many roads we travel to­ 
day were paved with the good intentions of flabby thinkers. In Rosa­ 
mond’s home town there is another youngish man. Harry Gold, who 
thought he was doing mankind a favor by slipping atomic secrets to the 
Russians. This is a time, if there ever was one, to separate the intel­ 
lectual men from the boys. It is no kindness to Rosamond or his gen­ 
eration to praise an idea with so much hair down over its eyes and* so 
little on its chest. 
For the argument that America has done too little rather than 
too much, to feed clothe and rehabilitate the world is pretty hard to 
take at this point. Such Ulk harks back, I’m afraid, to the Robin Hood 
concept of government, which has characterized our domestic and 
foreign policies for much too long. To take from the rich *nd give 
to the poor is an idea that has always been favored by romantic, im­ 
mature thinkers. They conceive somehow that there is some virtue in 
levelling out the world’s wealth by artificial means. Just why the poor 
fir unsuccessful people could run the world better than the well-off 
or successful ones has never been explained. The romantic thinkers 
never seem to perceive that the Robin Hood concept is an act of aggres­ 
sion in itself, and that it is entirely at odds \$lth the much higher ideal­ 
ism of lawful opportunity. 
In international politics Robin Hoodism always assumes that a 
successful nation (even our own) is ungenerous and wicked, whereas 
there is much to excuse the havenot nations for both failure and vice. 
Carry this idea to its logical extent, and you find the proposition that 
the best way to spread international virtue is to spread international 
wealth. Yet it is elemental knowledge that the division of American 
riches all around the globe would not create a situation of equal wealth. 
It would create a situation of equal poverty. The Russian Revolution 
was the greatest Robin Hood raid in history. 
The Korean War, among other things, has rung a solemn knell on 
empty idealism. The embattled peninsula is a capsule example of how 
not to stay alive in the world today. First we idealistically invited 
Russia to occupy the northern half, and then we'idealistically prac­ 
ticed disarmament in the southern half. All our good intentions did 
not make a peace-loving neighbor in North Korea nor a self-reliant 
Republic in South Korea. Nor did our repeated use of the United 
Nations as a mouthpiece,forestall the Communist invasion. American 
armed intervention was the one realistic thing that happened there. 
It remains the one thing which may dissuade Russia from further 
conquest. 
A young man of 30, which isn’t so young anyhow, shouldn't be 
praised for simply being naive. Rosamond has figures to show how 
much money we could save by disarmament, and how far this would 
go toward remaking a peaceful world. But that is like saying that we 
could save the expenditures on policemen, firemen and physicians if 
we didn’t have crime, fire and disease. You don’t deliver mankind 
from these disasters by eliminating the cops, fire fighters and doctors. 
It is pleasant to think that somg day the Veep can pay a call on Stalin 
and talk over plans to do atoay with arms and armies. But right now 
the best chance of avoiding World War III is to make sure that we’re 
able.to win it. And the best victory insurance is not to be everybody’« 
equal in strength and wealth—but everybody’s superior.

home.” 
Cannon said it would be “ridicu­ 
lous” for Congress to remain oon- 
stantly in session after it completed 
action on emergency measures to 
contain Communist aggression. 
The legislator insisted, that there 
is no reason why Congress cannot 
adjourn by mid-August. 
Cannon asserted in an interview 
that, by taking this course, “Con­ 
gress w'ill show its confidence in 
the President and will reassure the 
country and the world by its ac 
tion.” 
In calling for adjournm ent sine 
die. Cannon threw his support be­ 
hind House Speaker Rayburn (D) 
Texas., who also favors such action. 
Senate M ajority Leader Lucas 
(D) 111., is urging that Congress 
hold twice-a-week session after the 
President’s 
emergency 
program 
has been disposed of for as long as 
the Korean crisis continues. 
Cannon stated that his commit­ 
tee will approve the entire 15.5 bil­ 
lion dollars in additional funds re­

PENNSYLVANIA SNAKES 
Part 4 
There are people in almost every 
community who will steadfastly 
maintain that snakes will swallow 
their young if threatened by an in­ 
truder. The reptile most often in­ 
volved in the controversy is the 
garter snake. For one reason or 
another it is this species that is 
most frequently "observed." per­ 
forming the unnatural act. 
The chances are that such ob­ 
servers saw a specimen of the one 
or two species of cannibalistic 
snakes resident to Pennsylvania. 
Then, later, when the same ob­ 
server caught and despatched a 
garter snake in the vicinity, his 
observation was conclusively cor­ 
roborated if young snakes emerged 
from a body wound he had inflict­ 
ed in killing the reptile. 
There are at least two very good 
reasons why the garter snake is 
most often observed as the princi­ 
pal actor in this “snake-swallow- 
t'oung’’ episode 
Foremost is the 
fact that the two or three species

of garter snakes found in Penn­ 
sylvania are abundant even 
in 
highly populated areas, specimens 
often being seen in vacant lots 
located well within the borders of 
even the larger cities. No less im­ 
portant is the viviparous habit of 
the snake and the fact- that so few 
people are aware of it. 
There are equally good reasons 
why there is and Could be no 
foundation to what can be termed 
the most generally authenticated 
of tall stories. 
Conclusively, (1> 
How could the young survive con­ 
tact with the highly corrosive ac­ 
tion of the saliva and other diges­ 
tive juices? (2) How can a dozen 
or more young snakes disappear 
into 
their 
mother's 
maw 
fast 
enough to escape destruction from 
whatever threatened them? 
(8) 
Would it not be more expedient 
and safer for the family to scatter 
in all directions? (4) Reliable ob­ 
servers and expert scientists have 
never observed the act. 
The common garter snake is 
familiar to most every one who 
has tramped our fields and open 
woodlands. 
Its stripes of brown 
and yellow with spots on the sides 
are distinguishing markings. 
A 
large 
adult 
seldom 
exceed« 
a 
length of two feet. The ribboned 
garter snake is more slender and 
lacks the spots; the stripes, how­ 
ever, are more clearcut and of a 
lighter hue. When handled both 
give off a strong unpleasant odor, 
a trait common to all members of 
the water snake clan. 
There are two diminutive snakes 
that may be found in the garden, 
the backyard or even in the cellar. 
My first encounter with the least 
abundant of the two was while I 
was attempting to level a tipped 
flagstone. Upon lifting the stone 
the small, brownish reptile at­ 
tempted to hide in the deepest 
depression. 
It was a rea-toelliea 
or Storer’s snake, its bright red 
underside contrasting vividly with 
the brownish upper parts. On the 
following day I found another 
curled up in a corner of the 
garage. 
, 
.. 
Although DeKay’s snake as the 
other of these little fellows is 
called., is more abundant I have 
never encountered it in the vicin­ 
ity of my home. It too, howeve^ 
is rather secretive and may round 
out its life in one’s backyard with­ 
out the householder ever suspect­ 
ing it. DeKay’s snake lacks the red 
belly of its cousin otherwise they 
are quite similar. Both are easily 
tamed and those that I have kept 
in captivity soon learned to take 
proffered earthworms. 
The green or grass snake is so 
daintily attractive and docile as to 
delight nearly all observers, even 
those who have an aversion to 
snakes in general. Seldom more 
than twenty inches long, and of a 
fresh, leaf-green color it feeds 
mostly on insects. 
I have handled numbers of these 
little chaps without a single one 
showing the slightest resentment. 
Compare this with the reactions 
resulting from the handling of the 
most docile four-footed wild crea­ 
ture that you know of.

DETROIT, Aug 4—(INS)—Auto­ 
motive News, the motor industry’s 
trade 
paper, reported Thursday 
that production of new cars and 
trucks fell off more than 8,000 
units this week because of a steel 
shortage. 
The paper said the increasing 
diversion of critical steel supplies 
to military production would hold 
the current week’s output by U. 
M. S. Auto plants to 177,489. com­ 
pared with the 186,104 vehicles 
built last week 
The current figure includes 149.- 
845 cars and 27,644 trucks; last 
week's 156.933 cars and 29.171 
trucks. 
Automotive News said most U. S. 
auto plants are expected to main­ 
tain 
relatively

production 
this month despite the steel short­ 
age, but that schedules will prob­ 
ably 
have to 
be 
trimmed 
for 
September. 
The trade paper said, however, 
that “full curtailment of car pro­ 
duction is still not in the foresee­ 
able future.” 
It pointed out that the auto in­ 
dustry would be able to turn out 
five million cars and trucks a year 
even if supplies of critical ma­ 
terials, such as steel, were cut by 
25 per cent.

Russian Holding 
Company Rapidly 
Ruining Austria

(I. N 8. Staff CarrMtaaScat) 
VIENNA, Aug. 4,—For the ask­ 
ing: ham at 15 cents a pound, men’s 
shirts for $1.20 or more rum than 
two men can drink at one sitting, 
45 cents. 
With motives that are painfully 
obvious. Russia is playing Robin 
Hood to penny-short Viennese to­ 
day, literally robbing the Austrian 
government to feed the “poor’ at 
cut-rate prices. 
Viennese can buy the ham. or 
scarce sugar at nine cents a pound 
at a chain of Russian-owned mar­ 
kets that are cropping up around 
the city. 
Finance 
Minister Eugen Mar- 
garetha said the Russians can do it 
because “they don't pay a cent in 
import or trade taxes.’’ 
He estimated that their ‘ people’s

CARE. CAUTION URGED FOR 
SAFETY ON FARM 
Appropriate to the observance 
Of Farm Safety Week here are 
some suggested ways for avoiding 
gome common dangers. 
Careless smokers have destroyed 
many barns. Do not strike matches 
in the barn. Light the lantern be- 
fore entering, and if matches must 
be carried see that they are safety 
matches that can be ignited only 
on the box or cover. Provide hooks 
or wires from which to hang lan­ 
terns. Store gasoline and kerosene 
outside the bam. The tractor might 
well be kept out of the barn. too. 
Sparks from fires outside the barn 
often 
cause 
bam 
fires. 
Keep 
ground around bam free from 
needless litter. 
Use a ladder for climbing. Do 
not use boxes, machinery, or other 
makeshifts. Climb ladders up to 
work. Do not carry heavy objects, 
sharp tools, or bulky materials 
when climbing—use a rope hoist. 
Avoid carrying objects, such as 
nails and screws, in your mouth 
when climbing. Set ladder firmly 
on the ground or floor. If it is to 
be used in one place for some 
time, tie at the top Set the ladder 
at a safe angle—the base should 
be one-fourth of the ladder’s height 
*wav from the wall. 
The National Satety Council rec-, 
ords show that agriculture has 
more motor vehicle accident-fatali- 
ties than any other type of fatal 
accidents. Farmers suffered 6,500 
fatalities and about a quarter of a 
million injuries with motor ve­ 
hicles in 1948. the latest year for 
which complete statistics are avail­ 
able. Nearly one-third of all pri­ 
vately-owned trucks are owned by 
farmers. 
Engineers say that if you keep 
your truck in good mechanical con­ 
dition. you reduce the chance for 
a mishap. Their advise is to have 
proper lights, good brakes, and a 
windshield wiper that operates. 


TIPS ON PLANNING AND 
PACKING FOR A TRIP 
Women are traveling more and 
more every- year.

Some suggestions for the 
beginner are offered on planning 
and packing for a trip. 
Important to planning is to be 
sure you can manage the trip com­ 
fortably on your budget and time. 
If you are staying at hotels, write 
or wire ahead for reservations. 
Notify in advance the friends 
you wish to see efiroute. 
Some­ 


times well-meaning friends ask you 
to look up the So-and-So's. I pon 
your arrival call the So-and-So's, 
suggesting they come for lunch or 
dinner at your hotel. Obviously, 
they will then insist upon being 
the hosts, but without feeling that 
you have forced them into it. You 
can take some tips from the expert 
traveler. She plans her wardrobe 
as carefully as possible, keeping it 
to a minimum. She puts her fi­ 
nances in good order and carries 
traveler’s checks on trips of any 
length. 
Before leaving she puts 
in her purse a list of all names 
and addresses she will need. 
When it comes to packing, con­ 
fine yourself to luggage which, in 
a pinch, you can carry yourself. 
For stopovers carry an overnight 
case with nightgown, slippers, and 
toilet articles. Or you can pack 
these articles on the very top of 
your suitcase. 
Put heavy items on the bottom 
of the suitcase and things first 
used on top.

SWEET CORN AT ITS BEST FOR 
SHORT TIME 
An ear of sweet corn is at its 
sweet and succulent best for Just a 
few hours. After a certain degree 
of maturity is reached the sugar 
changes rapidly to starch and the 
corn becomes less sweet, less juicy 
and less'tender. 
Pick sweet corn when it is just 
right. 
If you buy com on the 
market, select that which is fresh 
and green. Hurry the com into 
the cooking pot as quickly as possi­ 


ble. if you must hold corn for ft 
tew hours before cooking, refrig­ 
erate R. Lower temperatures help 
to slow dow n natural changes. 
Use a large kettle with a tight 
fitting lid for boiling sweet corn. 
Do not add salt to the water as it 
toughens the corn. Have enough 
water to cover all the corn and 
have it boiling rapidly when you 
add corn. Cook only until tender; 
this takes 8 to 10 minutes, depend­ 
ing upon size of ears and stage of 
maturity. Serve com at once. A 
pair of kitchen tongs is handy for 
lifting com from boiling water. 
Make the most of sweet corn 
during its brief season. If you tire 
of it on the cob. try com fritters, 
or com pudding. Both are espe­ 
cially good if you grate the fresh 
com from the cob. Use a coarse 
grater. 
For unusually, delicious 
com fritters, try this recipe: 
Corn Fritters 
•3 eggs, separated. 
2 teaspoons flour. 
1 teaspoon salt. 
12 ears sweet com, grated. 
Beat egg yolks; add flour, salt, 
and grated corn. Fold in stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Drop by the 
spoonful into hot butter and fry 
like pancakes, turning only once
